The 1st round shall be conducted on a two-leg basis 

(a) The team, which has scored the highest total of goals in both matches, shall be declared the winner. 
(b) If the total goals scored by both teams are equal at the conclusion of normal playing time in the sec- 
ond match, the goals scored away from home shall count double 

(c) Extra Time (Golden Goal) 

(i) If the number of goals scored away from home by both clubs is equal then extra time of fifteen (15) 
minutes each way will be played immediately following the second match and the Golden Goal rule 
will apply.

' That's enough cash to keep top Australian clubs in clover for several seasons and with some of their 
fars coming out of contract, it just may have given Wollongong the money to keep their team together. 


They have often provided the spark on lifeless days and killer blows in all-action affairs, such as the 
home and away semi-final clashes with the Lakers, which the Wolves claimed 2-1 on each occasion. 


Wollongong were a bit of a surprise packet last season, but their 72 goals in 34 matches were tes- 
tament to their attacking flair, which brings into perspective their astonishing 80 goals in just 30 games 
is season. 

Prolific is the only description for their goalscoring prowess, with marksmen such as Young, Saso 
Petrovski and Chipperfield the scourge of defences from Perth to Auckland. 

Amazingly, the Wolves scored just 12 goals in the opening seven rounds, which included a 3-2 loss 
at home to Canberra. 

It's quite incredible they netted a further 68 goals - virtually the sum of last season's total - in the 
remaining 23 home and away games, a strike rate of virtually three goals per match.

With a restructure of the national league in 1984 came the adoption of the ‘real’ finals system. From 
the 1084 season onwards, the winner of the finals series were considered the champions - in line with 
the other major Australian sporting leagues. And from its onset, national league crowds and its media 
coverage increased substantially. 


The current final six system has been in place since the 1992-93 season. Before that, the traditional final 
five system applied, 


Note that in 1984, 1985 and 1986, the national league was split into two conferences, based on a north- 
south geographic split of teams. The grand final winners of these two conferences then played off - 
over two legs « for the national championship. 


Up until last Speers peeliminary final, a total of 402 goals - excluding goals scored in penalty shoot- 
outs « had been scored in 152 finals matches. Joe Sweeney scored the first ever goal in a ‘real’ finals 
game = In the 16th minute of the Melbourne Zerbas’ 2-4 loss to Brisbane Lions on 10 October 1984. The 
100th Batre was scored by Nick Deligiannis for Footscray against Sunshine in 1986. In 1993 Jose 
Iriarte netted the 200th finals goal for the Adelaide Sharks who defeated Adelaide City 1-0 that day. 
The 300th goal was scored by South Melbourne’s Michael Curcija in his team’s 4-1 win over the 
Melbourne Knights in 1997. And finals goal number 400 was recorded by Ante Juric in Sydney 
Olymple's 1-0 win over the Melbourne Knights two weeks ago. 


Fourteen penalty shoot-outs have been used to determine winners in drawn NSL finals games. The 
most goals scored in a finals penalty shoot-out was 13, with the shoot-out scoreline of 7-6 recorded 
four times, most recently in last season's grand final. 


The most common scoreline in NSL finals matches is 1-0, which has occurred 40 times before today. The 
next most popular scoreline is 2-1, which has occurred 37 times. 


The most experienced NSL finals referee is retired Richard Lorenc, who officiated 15 finals games 
between 1984 and 1995.
